WHO JOHN BARRETT IS. 
Jobn Barrett, editor and diplomat, was born at Grafton, Vt., Nov. 28, 1866. He

For a ti 


gan at San Francisco. He visited South 


his own way through college. Afterwards 
e he was assistant editor of the Statisti-

From 1894 to 1898 he was minister to Siam, and settled suecessfully the famous

‘fist clear interpretation of the scope and force of extraterriturial jurisdiction in Asia, 
for which he was specially thanked by the president and congratulated by Justice Field 
of the Supreme court. He frequently visited China and Japan and became the pioneer 


of American development in the far east. 


He resigned his diplomatic post at the outbreak of the Spanish war and went to 
ihe Philippines as-a war correspondent, being there from May, 1898, to March, 1899. 
‘He then traveled again extensively in China, and upon his return to America was at 
hee invited to address the leading American chambers of commerce on China and 
the Philippines. He was elected an honorary member of the American Asiatic associa- 


tien and was appointed by President McKinley delegate to the 


confer- 


ence of American states at Mexico April 22, 1901. 
Soon thereafter he was made commissioner general to Asia and Australia for the 
St. Louis exposition. July 2, 1903, he was appointed minister to Argentina, and early 


this year was transferred to Panama. 


Mr. Baarett has written many articles for magazines. and reviews on Asiatic sub-

| ADOPTS DIVORCE LAW 


Stringent Canon Agreed Upon by 
Episcopal Conference, 


REMARRIAGE IS DIFFICULT. 


Proposal to Change Title to Book of 
Prayer Rejected. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 24.—[Spectal.]—The 
amendments to the canon om divorce and 
marriage adopted by the house of bishops 
on Saturday were concurred in by the Epis- 
copalian deputies today, so that the canon 
is now a law of the Episcopal church. 
Leading church men expressed the opin- 
ion that the restrictions placed upon the 
remarriage of an innocent party to a divorce 
are so stringent that the remarriage of di- 
vorced persons will be rare in the church 
hereafter. It is understood, however, that 
an attempt will be made to have the next 
convention specifically declare against re- 
marriage under any conditions. ä 


Section on Remarriage. 


That section of the canon bearing directly 
on the remarriage of divorced persons, which 
was amended by the bishops Saturday and 
assented to by the deputies and which be- 
comes effective at once, is as follows: 

No minister knowingly, after due inquiry, shall 
solemnize the marriage of any person who has 
deen or is the husband or wife of any other person 
then living, frum whom he or she has been di- 
vorced for any cause arising after marriage. But

thority, and such ecclesiastical authority, having 
taken legal advice thereon, shall have declared in 
writing that in his judgment the case of the appli- 
cant conforms to the requirements of this canon; 
and provided, further, that it shall be within 
the discretion of any minister to decline to sol- 
emnize any marriage. 


Administration of Sacraments. 

The bishops adopted an amendment to a 
section referring to the administration of 
sacraments providing that if a clergyman 
shall have reasonable cause to doubt whether 
a person has been married otherwise as the 
word of God and discipline of this church al- 
low,” such clergyman shall refer the matter 
to the bishop before administering the sacra- 
ment.

LONDON HOTS CZAR'S ENVOY 


St. Petersburg Authorities Express -

ENGLISH ANGRY, OFFICIALS

LONDON, Oct. 25, 3 a. m.—As yet Russia 
has made no reply to Great Britain’s demand 
for prompt and ample reparation for the at- 
tack upon British fishing boats in the North 
sea last Friday night. 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg state that 
the czar received a report direct frou Ad 
miral Rojestvensky, but that the den 
had not been made public. The Russin ad- 
miralty up to midnight had received tm) fe 
port from the admiral. 

Russian diplomatic officials in St. Peters- 
burg and London have expressed their per- 
sonal regrets over the unfortunate incident, 
but officially Russia has given no sign. 


. Russia Seeking Justification? 
There is apparently a disposition in Rus 
sian official circles to seek a justification for 
the attack on the fishing fleet. At St. Peters- 
burg it is carefully explained that the gov- 
ernment has for weeks suspected the pres- 
ence of Japanese spies In the North sea, and 
that these spies might attack the Baltic fleet 
with torpedoes discharged from vessels Glas- 
guised as fishing boats.

ton, as if a concerted effort was being made

Czar’s Envoy Is Hooted.

FACTS NOT MADE PU BLIC 


Office Says

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 25, 1 a. m.—Rus- 
sia will make the fullest possible amends to | 
Great Britain for the attack upon its English 
fishing fleet in the North sea if Admiral 
Rojestvensky shall be found to have been at 
fault. 

At midnight the foreign office issued a 
statement expressing the regrets of the gov- 
ernment for the deplorable incident, but ex- 
plaining that no formal action is possible 
until Admiral Rojestvensky's official report 
of the affair has been received. 

Admiral Rojestvensky has communicated 
direct to the emperor, but at 11:30 o'clock to- 
night the admiralty announced that it had 
not yet received a report. 


Czar Is Greatly Shocked. 

While no forma! action has been taken, the 
deepest regret is expressed in all quarters, 
and the purpose of the government to make 
amends if Rojestvensky shall be found to 
have been in fault has been .proclaimed in 
every government department. 

Emperor Nicholas himself was greatly ag- 
grieved when he heard the news while he 
was inspecting the cruiser Oleg at Cronstadt 
this afternoon, and Foreign Minister Lams- 
dorff expressed to Ambassador Hardinge his 
deepest personal regrets. 

The Russian embassy at London has also 
been directed to convey similar expressions 
to the government of Great Britain. It is felt 
that this is all that can possibly be done pend- 
ing the receipt of Admiral

The failure of the steam trawlers with 
their nets out, to obey the signals from the 
Russian warships, or the nervousness of 
some officer who imagined that fishermen 
working with their nets in the water were 
laying mines, may be responsible for the | 
blunder. 
As soon as the facts are established it is 
certain that the Russian government will 
voluntarily offer the fullest reparation. 

While Ambassador Hardinge did not re- 
ceive any instructions during the day, he 
called upon Foreign Minister Lamsdorff in 
the afternoon informally and impressed upon 
him the extreme gravity of the affair. Count 
Lamsdorff expressed horror and regret at 
the occurrence. 

Everything will upon the character 
of the British demands. Here, it is consid- 
ered, lies the principal danger of a possible 
rupture. If they go to the extent of de- 
manding the punishment of Admiral Rojest- 
vensky, or even the recall of the squadron, 
as some of the British newspapers intimate, 
it is likely to create a situation here which 
would make it hard, if not impossible, to 
humble Russian pride to such an extent.

The Telegraph's correspondent says that 
both the foreign office and the admiralty 
chiefs are confident that the statements of 
the fishermen are misleading, because Rus- 
sian officers are incapable of an action 80 
inhuman as attributed to them by the igno- 
rant biased English fishermen. Until the 
officers themselves admitted they were 
blameworthy no Russian official would as- 
sume it. The fact they made no report 
showed they were unconscious of doing any- 
thing amiss. 


One Scornful Comment. 

The affair in some quarters is represented 
as an accidental collision. Taking this view, 
an admiralty official said scornfully to the 
Telegraph's correspondent: “ And this ac- 
cident,. which may happen to any ship, is 
misused as a text for press philippics against 
Russia. No wonder our naval officers in- 
stinctiyely feel that no such friendship can 
exist between them and their English col- 
leagues as exists between the naval omicers | 
of all other states.

In his letter the mayor recounted the his- 
tory of attempts to care tor the city’s gar- 
bage in some sanitary and sane manner, de- 
clared the two small incinerating plants now 
in use, one at the oridewell and the other at 
Chicago avenue and Sedgwick street, had 
proved successes, and added: 

Various estimates have been made of the 
cost of a plant or plants to be erected by the 
city of sufficient capacity properly to dis- 

of the city’s garbage and refuse. The 
estimate of the department of public works 
is that plants, including all the parapher- 
nalia of teams, etc., can be secured for 


$1,000,000. 

„Whether the incineration or the reduc- 
tion plan is adopted is of minor importance 
if we consider the necessity of providing this 
community with a modern and sanitary 

method of disposing of its garbage. If we 
consider our necessities as they effect the 
entire community, first importance must be 
assigned to the lowering of the tunnels and 
the disposal of the city’s garbage.“ 


May Take Garbage for Nothing. 

The letter was sent to.the finance commit- 
tee, and Chairman Bennett of that body 
afterward said: 

„The committee for some time has been 
considering the offer of the company now 
operating in Cleveland. The main thing is 
ite financial responsibility. It has offered 
to take all of the garbage delivered on cars 
for nothing and find its pay in the products 
that it gets out of it. Wethink wecan make 
a report next Monday.”’ 

Ald, Raymer got the first bite off the fund 
to be raised by the sale of bonds. He se- 
cured $300 of it with which to build a side- 
walk in front of the police station at Oakley 


and North avenues. 


Bay Window Law Is Upheld. 

So much opposition was shown to a motion 
of Ald.

President of Visitation and Aia Soclé- 
ties Believes Stopping — the Music 
Would Ge Far Toward Preventing 
Establishments from Being Made 

‘ Loitering Places by Young Girls— 
Will Appeal to Council for Ordi- 
nance—Many Complaints Received. 


After a personal investigation of south side 

fruit stores, most of them conducted by 
Greeks, in an attempt to find some means of 
preventing the places from being made loit-. 
ering places by young girls, Justice Timothy 
D. Hurley, president of the Visitation and 
Aid society, yesterday declared each propri- 
etor should be required to take out a concert 
hall license. He believes the stopping of the 
music in the sstores would be the greatest 
aid in the prosecution of his plan, and will 
start an agitation. 
Why should a foreigner,” he said, “ be 
permitted to have music in his place when it 
is barred from the saloon? These fruit stores 
are taking the places of the old winérooms. 
The proprietors do not care a penny for this 
country. They do not vote, many of them, 
and yet all they have to do is to take out a 
fruit stand license. It requires no manipula - 
tion. They work among themselves. 


Says Influence Is Degrading. 

“This question of young girls in fruit 
stores must be settled,” the justice con- 
tinued, “I have been past these places at 
all hours of the day and night and invariably 
there is the sound of a jangling ragtime 
piano to be heard. Young girls, almost al- 
ways pretty ones, are playing, and a dosen or 
fifteen boys are hanging over the tables. 
The influence is degrading. Things are no 
better than when we started the last agita- 
tion. They stop a little while and all is quiet. 
Then it starts again. 

“Tf an ordinance was passed making a 
license of $100 for each store an inspector 
could be appointed who would investigate 
the conditions. The ordinance might be 
made prohibitive. ‘she council could aleo 
find some devices to stop gambling by chil- 
dren. 

One peculiar feature about these places 
is the apparent ignorance of the proprietors. 
You walk into a store and ask any question 
outside of the price of fruit and you will be 
greeted by a blank stare. All they appear 
to know is that they have fruit to sell.“

Criminals Are Given a Chance for Ref- 
ormation, Declares Dr. Frederick 
Howard ‘Wines. 


Strong commendation the sys- 
tem for convicts was given last night by Dr. 
Frederick Howard Wines, formerly seere- 
tary of the state board of charities, in lectur- 
ing on The New Criminology in the Fine

“The Illinois parole system has reduced 
crime and the number of criminals,” he de- 
clared. * Under it the average tefm of im- 
prisonment is nine months longer than 
under the old law. The reason for this is 
that the maximum punishment is, given 
criminals with bad previous reco 

“The inequality of sentences under the 
old law was a burden on the minds of, judge 
and jury. Under the present semi-auto- 
matic operation of the law this inequality is 
corrected.’ 

Dr. Wines said the unsubstantial basis of 
the old criminal code was retribution rather 
than reformation, and under it the criminal 
had no chance.

AUTO FIGHT TO HIGHER COURT. 


Parties to Numbering Contest Decide to 
Lay Matter Before Appellate Tribu- 
nal—Lull in Arrests. 


John Farson and the Chicago park boards 
will fight out their controversy over the au- 
tomobile numbering ordinance in the Appel- 
late court. This decision was reached yes- 
terday afternoon after a conference between 
the park boards, Corporation Counsel Tol- 
man, and Mr. Farson's attorneys. 

D. B. Cole, attorney for the west park 
board, was instructed to file the bond for an 
appeal from Judge Hanecy’s court. This will 
take the injunction restraining the park 
boards from interfering with the automobiles

J. Hyman out of the Circuit court and into 
the higher tribunal.  -

The board of education has no power to 
prohibit high school pupils who are mem- 
bers of secret societies from participating In 
the athletic or literary contests of the school 
or in any other manner enjoying equal rights 
with other pupils. 

Such was the decision of Judge Hanecy 
yesterday in issuing a temporary injunction 
asked by parents of four pupils in the Hyde 
Park High school restraining the enforce- 
ment of the recent rule of the board against 
the secret societies. 

The effect of this ruling will be felt more in 
Hyde Park and Wendell Phillips than in any 
other schools in the city. Hyde Park will 
gain six old and experienced players on the 
football team, which will give them a fuil 
back field of old and heavy men and add 
greatly to the strength of the line. The new 
backs will be Cariton at full, Favorite and 
Sunderland at halves, and Rapps at quarter. 
Tayler and FitzPatrick also will play. the 
former at end and the latter at tackle. 
O'Donnell, another frat man, will be a back 
field sub. Of the men who have been playing 
backs this season Capt. Harris will go to 
tackle and Stern to end. With the new team 
Capt. Harris is confident the Hyde Parkers 
can turn the trick on Wendell Phillips and 
probably on Engle
